Palsied children are alfllcted 
through no fault of their own. They 
suffered an accident. This calls for 
sympathetlo and undentandlng 
help. They want no pity. They are 
long- put thaL What they want la 
recognition 'f themselves as chil- 
dren, part ' of the great bodjw of 
childhood and,youlh. They long for 
acceptahce. <■ 

It la the duty ot the community 
to onanlie tlieir 'schools to make 
tor such children,^ srr a nge tor 
their IniCnictiDn so that whatever 
potential powen they pouess may 
be developed to the benefit of the 
family, the community and the hap- 
plneu of the children. They belong, 
Don't let their aftllcllon separate 
them from life.
